FOUND GUILTY. 


Gen. Boulanger Convicted of 
Conspiracy. 


His Recent Election Formally De- 
clared Invalid. 
Indications That Mrs. Maybrick Will 
Die on the Gallows.

Paris, Aug. 13.—[{[By Cable and Asso- 
clated Press.| Upon the opening of the 
Senate Court today members of the right 
declined to take further part in the pro- 
ceedings in the case of Gen. Boulanger. 
The court discussed at length its course of 
procedure and its competency to try Gen. 
Boulanger. It was finally decided by a 
vote of 201 to 7 that the court was compe- 
tent to try Gen. Boulanger on all counts of 
the indictment, Two Senators refrained 
from voting, 

The court then by 208 votes found Gen. 
Boulanger guilty of conspiracy. Six Sen- 
ators did not vote. 

The court found Count Dillon and M. 
Rochefort guilty of complicity in the plot. 
lt also decided by a vote of 198 to 10 that 
Boulanger was guilty of a treasonable at- 
tempt against the State in connection with 
the Lyons depot incident. 

The State Council has annulled the 
elections in 12 cantons in which Gen. Bou- 
langer was elected to the Councils-General 
on the ground that the General was hot 
legally eligible for the position. Boulanger 
bas written a letter in which he states he 
gave the sums of money which heis ac- 


cused of embezzling to the chief clerk 
in the War Office to be used for the relief of 
the widows and orphans of soldiers. Five 
lodgers inthe house of Mme. Pourpres, a 
former mistress of Boulanger, have sworn 
that the General was in Paris on July 15, 
1887, the date on which it is alleged he 
visited the city in disguise.

MRS. EDGECOMB'S THIRD DAY 
ON THE WITNLSS STAND. 


She Goes Into a Great Many Details 
Under Cross-examination, Some 
of Which Will _Not Bear the 
Light of Print—Mrs. Watson. 


Attorney Willams made another 
desperate attempt yesterday to break 
down Mrs. Maila Garrett-Edgcomb on 
the witness stand. He succeeded 
physically, but; her testimony was un- 
shaken. Ile began at 9:30 o’clock in 
the morning, and worried and badgered 
the witness until 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon. Thetheory of the defense, as 
indicated by the questions, consists in 
an attempt to absolutely destroy the 
character of the girl and send her 
forth from the trial so besmirched that 
life will be a hopeless burden for her. 
The questions, to ‘accomplish the pur- 
pose, were necessarily brutal and 
cruel, and how the young woman stood 
the fearful ordeal is a mystery. 
When was finally al- 
lowed to leave the witness stand, 
she had been subjected for three days 
to as coarse, insinuating and dreadful 
a deluge of questions as a witness was 
ever plied with.  t was one of the 
most remarkable examinations ever 
held in acourt of justice. The wit- 
ness has seemed at all times to be de- 
termined to relieve herself of the 
secrets of a miserable existence, and 
to tell the truth. She related the his- 
tory of many falsehoods which she had 
told in the past, but on the witness- 
stand the most cunning questions 
failed to entrap her. Her testimony 
would fill a large volume and bears the 
impress of truth, although horrid truth, 
in every line. The arraignment of her 
father, as extracted from her upon 
cross-examination, is something ter- 
rific, and if her testimony remains un- 
shaken he will be branded as a 
monster.

AGAINST THE RAISE. 


DISSATISFIED PROPERTY-OWN- 
ERS MERT. 


Opinions from Hutton & Swanwick 
and Stephen M. White, Esq.— 


Proceedings of the Board of 
Equalization Subject to Attack, 


for Informality. 


The second meeting of property- 
owners of Spring, Main and Los Ange- 
les streets, to protest against the rais- 
ing of the assessments of property on 
the streets mentioned, took place at 
Turnverein Hall last night. A large 
proportion of the property frontage in 
question was represented. 

Ex-Gov. John G. Downey, the chair- 
man, presided, and Mark Jones acted 
as sp cont he The minutes of the pre- 
vious meeting were read, showing the 
appointment of the special committee 
to investigate the matter. 

Joseph Mesmer stated that the ex- 
penses incurred had been $50 for the 
opinion of S. M. White and %50 for 
that of Judge A. W. Hutton, and $20 
hall rent. He asked that the tgp 
owners be requested to sign the 
amount of frontage they own, in order 
that a proportionate assessment can be 
levied to meet the amount of expense 
incurred. He read alist of those who 
had signed, and some little time was 
occupied in securing additional sigua- 
tures. The amount of frontage se- 
cured was 5132 feet. 

On motion of Mr. Mesmer a commit- 
tee of five was appointed to secure 
signatures, the committee appointed 
being Walter 8. Moore, V. Ponet, Jo- 
seph Mesmer, Mark L. Jones and Dr. 
Burbank. | 
The secretary then read the opin- 


ns. 

The ‘opinion of Messrs. Hutton & 
Swanwick was read first, and it held 
that the raise in the assessment is 
illegal for the following reasons: 

First—The ordinance of the city is 
somewhat inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of the present charter, in that 
the charter provides that the Council 
shall constitute the board, and the 
ordinance provides that the Mayor and 
Council shall meet as the board, and 
that the city should have passed an- 
other ordinance amendatory of the old 
ordinance, but that neither the failure 
to do so nor the absence of the Mayor 
a entirely the proceedings of the 

eard. : 

- Second—That the Mayor and Coun- 
cil did not possess, under the charter, 
the power to delegate to the City 
Board the right to prescribe, by rule, 
what notice shall be given to property- 
owners, but it was the duty of the 
Mayor and Council itself to do so. 

Third—We think it is within the 
power of the board to determine that 
all the property ou one or more certain 
streets 1s assessed too low, and can, 
after proper a apa yes make a uni- 
form raise. e do not mean that the 
power was judiciously exercised in 
this instance. 

Fourth—That it would be necessary 
for each one of the property-bolders to 
institute and maintain a separate pro- 
ceeding, and that each one illegally 
raised can tender the amount really 
due and enjoin a sale. 

Fifth—Unless it can be established 
that there was notin attendance a suf- 
figient number of the board to consti- 


° 


| tute a quorum, we cannot advise the 


institution of any suit by or on behalf 


the increased tax may be avoided, as 
above suggested. | 

‘The opinion of Mr. White was that 
the raise is illegal, at least as to those 
who did not. appear before the Board 
of Equalization. It sets forth the 
section of the charter under which the 
board acts, and then goes on to state 
that it is exceedingly difficult to ascer- 
tain from the records whether the 
Board of Equalization ever held any 
meeting. That at the times when pro- 
tests were being considered, he is in- 
formed, there was less than a quorum 
present. 

The first question to be considered 
is whether the board had the power to 
make the raise objected to. As he 
understands it, a single district in the 
city was selected, and a large sum 
added to the value placed by the As- 
nn upon the property in that dis- 
trict. 

It seems to him a mere question as 
to the power; if the board has the pow- 
er, it does not matter as far as the law 
is concerned whether it acts justiy or 


not. 

Mr. White reviews the matter of the 
conflict in the charter and ordinance 
as Judge Hutton had, and then con- 
cludes: 

First—That those who did not ap- 
pear before the board, and whose prop- 
erty has been thus raised, can procure 
an annulment of the orders of the board 
increasing their assessment. 

Second—That as to those who have 
voluntarily appeared before the board, 
there is considerable doubt, but the 
chances of litigation are in their favor, 
though he would not give an unquali- 
fied opinion that they would certainly 
succeed. ‘The minutes show that the 
board ordered ten days’ notice to be 
given various property-owners, but the 
language used is so indefinite that he 
does not think the courts will hold any 
rule was adopted on the subject, and 
there should have been an ordinance 
providing for notice, therefore the 
raise is illegal, as least as to those who 
did not appear. , 

The opinion of Mr. White was ex- 
plained by Joseph Mesmer, who gave 
a conversation with City Clerk Teed. 
At first Teed said he would make af- 
fidavit that there was always a quorum 
present, and that the Mavor was also 
present. When warned that he would 
perjure* himself by making such a 
statement he said he would think the 
matter over and consult with the City 
Attorney. 

Mr. Lichtenberger said he did not 
find a quorum eseons when he went 
before the board, and that the mem- 
bers behaved like a lot of'schoolboys. 
The Mayor was not there. 

Mr. Robarts said he was in and out 
a whole day and Hazard was never 
there, and not more than five Council- 
men were ever there. 

Walter Moore said there was not a 
quorum when he was there, but several 
members of the Fire Commission who 
were lobbying through a scheme for a 
$20,000 engine house. 

It was suggested that someone who 
had appeared before the board shouid 
make a test case. 

The report was received and filed, 
and it was moved that when the meet- 
ing adjourned it be to come together 
again at some future date to take well- 
considered action. It was finally de- 
cided to adjourn subject to the call of 
the chairman. There was some further 
narration of experiences before the 
board and the meeting then adjourned.

Bonds, Etc. 

There were 40 taxpayers present at 
the meeting of the South End Associ- 
ation in A.O.U.W. Hall, corner of 
Main and Laurel streets, last evening.

ARREST OF THE SUPPOSED 
SAN GABRIEL FIREBUG. 


A Negro Who Is Suspected of Burn: 
ing Many Buildings and At« 
tempting Assassination — Long 
Record of Crime and Terroriza 
tion. 


Sheriff Aguirre made a good capture 
late yesterday afternoon. He arrested 
John E. Lattimore, a negro, who it is 
believed, has been doing all kinds of 
devilment in the San Gabriel Valley 
for several years past. TheSheriff and 


Detective Marsh have been at work on » 


the case during the past 10 days, and 
last night at 6 o’clock they landed 
Lattimore in the County Jail. 


The negro was arrested on a charge 


San Gabriel Valley. It seems that tha 
negro is an old resident of this county, 
he having worked for E. J. Baldy 
eight years. Whilein the employ of 
Baldwin he acted as ‘‘bouncer’’ about 
the grounds, and was looked upon as 
one of the most dangerous men in the 
valley to run against, but Baldwin 


pwanted just such a man to get, ob- 


jectionable characters off his grounds, 
and he kept the fellow in his employ 
longer than he would otherwise; 
Finally he was discharged by Bald- 
win’s foreman, and almost immedi- 
ately after several of the outhouses 
about the ranch were burned. The 
negro made threats that he would get 
even for being discharged, but- he was 
so sly about firing the places that the 
officers thought it useless to have him 


arrested for arson, and he escaped. 


Shortly afterward he went to work 
for Chapman and worked for him for 
some time, when he leased a tract of 
land and put in acrop of barley. The 
lease was only a verbal one, and when 
he demanded a written lease, he and 
Chapman had some trouble, and Latti- 
more went to law about it. He lost the 
case, and made his threats that he 
would get even, He stated to reputa- 
ble witnesses that Mr. Chapman could 
work in the daytime, “but I am only a 
nigger, and I’ll work in the night,” 
and from general oy he did. 

On the night of the 27th of last July, 
the residence of Joseph Huddleston 
Mr. Chapman’s foreman, was burne 


to the ground,and an attempt was 


made to burn Mr. Chapman’s resi- 
dence. Coal-oil was placed on the 
back steps, and set fire to, but it was 
discovered in time and the house was 
saved.

THE SWEETWATER DAM. 


Decision Rendered by Justice Field 
Yesterday. 

Yesterday morning Justice Field and 
Judge Ross sat in the United States 
Circuit Court, and Justice Field ren- 
dered a decision in the Sweetwater 
dam injunction case from San Diego 
county. In this case George Neale 
and wife applied for an injunction 
against the San Diego Land and Tewn 
Compauy to restrain it from injuring 
350 acres of their land. The Sweetwa- 


ter dam is constructed so that it backs 


water up on their land. The case 
was originally brought in the Superior 
Court of San Diego county. There a 
jury first assessed the damages to the 
property at $90,000. The case was ap- 
pealed and the Supreme Court re- 
manded it for a new trial. Atthe new 
trial the jury fixed the value of damage 
at $122,567.50. The case was then 
brought to the United States Court. 
Justice Field granted the petition for 
an injunction, giving the defendants 30 
daysin which to pay the damages into 
court. If that is not done the injunc- 
tion goes into effect. In order to keep 
the water from the land of the plain- 
tiff’s it is said that the reconstruction 
of the dam would be necessary. It is 
one of the most massive pieces of 
masonry in the State.

The State Militia. 

Los ANGELES, Aug. 13.—[To the 
Editor of THE Trmes.] I was sur- 
prised to see in Monday’s Times a 
letter from Camp Dimond reflecting 
severely upon the condition of affairs 
there. Evidently your correspondent 
is ‘‘fresh”’ in camp life, and this is his 
first experience. This is the first time 
the Seventh Regiment has had any 
camp experience—indeed, it has never 
been all together at one time before, 
and of course had not hada battalion 
drill. Nearly allof the brigade staff 
and Col. Russell had seen active ser- 


vice in the late war and knew what to 
look for. The title given these men of 
“tin soldiers,” though intended for 
wit, is without point. The old army 
boys, now gray and somewhat the 
worse for their army experience, were 
“tin soldiers’”’ when they entered the 
army, but their valorand achievements 
will go down in history as the greatest. 
of any age, and after an active ex- 
perience of five yearsin the militia of 
other States I can say I have not seen 
superior men to these, and none who 
were more earnestly desirous to make 
efficient soldiers. 

As to the men having a hard time 
and the officers having a good time 12 
miles away, that is simply nonsense. 
Unfortunately, brigade headquarters 
had no tents. Every tent that could 
be secured was turned over to the regi- 
ment, and, as it was, six and seven men 
were compelled to occupy quarters in- 
tended for five. There was no place 
nearer than San Diego, and the Gen- 
eral commanding, with his staff and 
their wives and families, took shelter 
at ahotel. These officers turned out at 
6 o’clock every morning, and were in 
camp at 8, all of them. At notime 
did the get dinner until after 7. They 
gave-all their time to camp. 

He further says there was plenty to 
drink tap’? at officers’ head- 
quarters at all times. The oflicers’ 
wives and daughters were at head- 
quarters during the day nearly all the 
time.

While the territory belonging to Los 
Angeles was extensive, the town itself 
was quite limited; the settlements, in 
early times, being confined to a little 
space of level land in the immediate 
neighborhood of the Plaza. This con- 
tracted locality was cut off from the 
eastern portion of the pueblo lands by 
the Los Angeles River, and from the 
,| westerly portion by the steep hills 
arising in that direction, these hills 
being fully as much of an obstacle to 
the expansion of the city as the river, 
and probably more so, since the river 
was easily fordable during nearly all 
of the year. In consequence of these 
obstacles (the hills on the one hand 
and the river on the other) the settle- 
ments, as the town grew, spread off to 
the south along the level plain that 
opened out in that direction. But in 
process of time that part of the city 
lying beyond the river to the east has 
been made accessible by the construc- 
tion of numerous bridges. There are 
as many as nine of them already, and

ences we have now the populous and 
prosperous settlements of East Los 
Angeles, Boyle Heights and Brooklyn 
Heights, of which we are all duly 
proud and commendably boastful. 
But the western portion of the city, 
which was cut off from the old town 
by the hills in like manner as the east- 
ern portion was by the river, has been 
woefully neglected by the municipal 
authorities. Little or nothing has 
been done by the corporation to make 
that part of the city accessible. While 
there are nine bridges crossing the 
river to the east, there is not even one 
tolerable street or thoroughfare lead- 
ing out of the city in the opposite 
direction.

Clendenin came down the street, passed 
the three, and whirling around drew a re- 
volver and fired at Judge Pierce, striking 
him in the back.

Mur- 
ray, anda struggle for possession of the 
weapon took place. Clendenin tried to 


wrested the weapon from him. 

Judge Pierce ran into a real-estate office 
adjoining, saying, “I am afraid I am shot 
through the bowels.” | 

Several physicians were called, and an 
examination showed that the wound was a 
very serious one. The ball. entered just 
above the small of the back and passed well 
through the body. 

“Ex-Gov. Murray held Clendenin till of- 
ficers arrived, and he was taken to jail. 
Threats of hanging were freely uttered, 
and but for the prompt action of the officers 
Clendenin would probably have been 
lynched. 

Some time ago Clendenin and wife were 
finally separated by divorce. The former

George Combe, the Phrenologist— 
Henry Franeis Cary, the Trans.« 
lator of Dante—Pope s IL~ 
The Capture of Osweg en. 
Porter—Admiral Farragu 


George Combe, the celebrated phre- 
nologist, was a native of Edinburgh, 
Scotland, where he spent nearly the 
whole of his life. Having in his pro- 
fession of solicitor attained at the age 
45 a moderate competency, he retired 
to devote the remainder of his days to 
literary and philosophical pursuits. 
An alliance which he formed at that 
time with an elegant woman, the 


dons, enabled him to do so in a style of 
dignity and comfort, which made his 
house one of the centers of refined 
society in the Scottish capital. In his 
youth he had devoted some attention 
‘Lo phrenology, and, in connection with 


Combe, he diffused a large amount of 
knowledge on this subject. The basis 
of the science, however, has never been 
established to the satisfaction of the 
philosophic world, and even its popu- 
larity of late has somewhat faded. 
Combe was a man of profound con- 
ceptions, whose views reached far be- 
yond those of the ordinary man_of 
science and letters of his day. The 
memoir of George Combe, written by 
Charles Gibbon, appeared in 1878. The 
ae an was tall and thin, witha 
andsome cast of countenance and @ 
head of fine appearance. He was gen- 
erally in weak health, but by great 
care avoided serious ailments, and suc- 
ceeded in prolonging his life to the age 
of 70 years, dying August 14, 1858. 
HENRY FRANCIS CARY. 
The Rev. Henry Francis Cary, knowa 
to the world for his remarkable trans- 
lation of Dante, was born at Birming- 
ham, England, in 1772. He gained dis- 
tinction Oxiord for his classical and 
literary att@inments, and in 1805 pub- 
lished his trdnslation of Dante’s ‘‘In- 
ferno,”’ the rest of the ‘Divine Come- 


appearing in 1814. The translation, 
was characterized by accuracy, express- 
iveness and force, and achieved a bril- 
liant success. Cary died August 14, 
1844. 
POPE PIUS It. 

Pope Pius Il. (Aineas Sylvius Picco- 

lomini) was born in Tuscany in 1405,

GEN. PETER B. PORTER. 


Salisbury, Ct., August 14, 1773, and 
died at Niagara Falls March 20, 1844, 
He began the practice of law at Canan- 
daigua, N. Y., in 1795, and later re- 
moved to Black Rock, near Buffalo, 
where he gained distinction as a leader 
of volunteers by his gallant defense of 
the frontier against the British. For 
this service he received the thanks of 
Congress and a gold medal. President 
Madison offered Gen. Porter the post 
of commander-in-chief of the army, 
but he declined. In 1828 he was Secre- 
tary of War under President J. Q. 
Adams. Gen. Porter was one of the 
first projectors of the Erie Canal. 
ADMIRAL FARRAGUT. 

The illustrious American Admiral, 
David Glascoe Farragut, was born at 
Knoxville, Tenn., July 5, 1801, and 
died at Portsmouth, N. H., August 14, 
1870. His father, George Farragut, 
emigrated to the United States from 
the island of Minorcain 1776, and en- 
tered the Continental army as a bugler 
when 17 years of age, at the battle of 
Cowpens. He rose to the rank of 
Major and afterward settled at Knox- 
ville, Tenn., when he entered the navy 
and served under Patterson in the de- 
fense of New Orleans against the Brit- 
ish. His son David entered the navy 
as a midshipman when 10 years of age, 
and was with Porter in the terrible 
battle of Valparaiso. Farragut was 

romoted to Commander in 1841, and 

eld various positions afloat and ashore 
until 1861, when he was given the com- 
mand of the steam war sloop, Brook- 
lyn. He participated in the famous 
campaign against New Orleans in the 
ring of 1862, when he organized the 
West Gulf blockading squadron. For 
his brilliant capture of the Confederate 
fleet in Mobile Bay in August, 1864, he 
was made a Vice-Admiral and Ad- 
miral in 1866.
